The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do. enact as follows:

SectioN 1. The superintendent of public proper- superintendent
1y is hereby authorized to procure and deliver to the iampa™"
lieutenant governor and each member of the senate
and assembly, as soon as practicable, this, and at the
opening of each annual session hereafter, postage stamps
to the amount of twenty-five dollars, and of such de-
nominations as those receiving such stamps'may desire.

SecrioN 2. There is hereby appropriated out of Appropristion.
the general fund of the state, not ot%erwise appropriat-
ed, a sufficient sum of meney to carry this act into ef-
fect.

SecrioN 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.

AN ACT in relation to service of process.

Whenever, in any action brought by sherif shan
the attorney general in the name of the state, against
any banking association, organized under the laws of
this state, the sherift'to whom the summonsin such case
has been or shall hereafter be delivered for service, shall
